HEAT IN SOUTHWEST KILLS 17 


Temperatures Range From 87 to 
114 in California. 

LOS ANGELES, July 25.—Sev- 
enteen persons were reported dead 
from heat today as the southwest- 
ern corner of the United States 
sizzled in an unprecedented heat 
wave starting 15 days ago with 
temperatures ranging from 90 to 
118 degrees. While Southern Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona cities re- 
ported heat records, Federal 
weather forecasters said they saw 
no relief from abnor:nal tempera- 
tures. The hottest spot in the 
United States apparently was 
Needles, Cal., with 114 degrees. 

Fight deaths were reported from 
Phoenix, and nine deaths in the 
Imperial Valley were attributed to 
heat.

IN WHICH 33 DIED 


Floors of Home for Aged 
Oiled Friday and Possibil- 
ity of Spontaneous Com- 
bustion Is Considered. 


By the Associated, Press. 

PITTSBURG. Pa.; July 25.—The 
number of dead in Friday night's 
fire in the Little Sisters of the 
Poor home for the Aged was in- 
creased to 33 when seven victims 
died in hospitals this afternoon and 
tonight. All of the dead are thought 
to be inmates of the home; al- 
though 17 of the bodies have not 
been identified. 

Among the 210 persons in the 
hospital as a result of the fire are 
policemen and firemen injured in 
trying to rescue the infirm inmates 
of the home, none of whom was 
less than 60 years old. Some of 
those rescued suffered from shock 
and exposure as Well as burns. 
Four investigations have been 
started by city and county authori- 
ties and representatives of the 
Fire Underwriters’ Association. 
Chief Smith said much of the loss 
of life could have been averted if 
there had been proper safeguards 
in the old building. 

The fire started in the  base- 
ment. whirled up an elevator shaft, 
and burst out on the third and 
fourth floors in sections where 
crippled and bedfast inmates lay. 
Some of the victims died at their 
beds. Others were carried out 
by police, firemen and volunteers. 
There were 230 inmates of the 
home, cared for by 16 nuns.

CASES IN NEW YORK 


Health Conference Called After 
157 Cases Are Reported 
in Month. 


By the Assoclated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—The 


Public Health Service today _re- 
ported an outbreak of infantile 
paralysis in New York City. A to- 
tal of 157 cases were reported by 
New York health authorities since 


July 1, and on July 21 and July 22 
there were 25 new cases each day. 
From Jan. 1 to June 30 only 35 
cases of the disease wad been re- 
ported.

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MUFFLING THE OUTBOAXD MOTOR. 

The noisy outboard motor, which has disturbed the 
quiet of all inlan1 waters, and is charged with wash- 
ing away the spawn of fish in fishing streams, is 
beginning to feel the displeasure of legislation. 

Michigan, Pennsylvania and Indiana have all 
passed laws aimed at the outboard motor. It is a 
difficult matter. In Missouri, for instance, the out- 
board motors are for the most part upon navigable 
streams over which the State has very little control. 
There is a feeling among fishermen that the out- 
board motors ruin the fishing wherever it is possible 
to operate motor boats. One lamentable example of 
the decline of fishing since the outboard motor was 
introduced is the Current River below Van Buren. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature declares that the op- 
eration of outboard motors upon small streams in 
that State is destructive of aquatic life and fish 
spawning beds to such an extent that the Legislature 
has attempted to exclude outboard motors from such 
streams throughout the spawning season. The State 
has entire authority to do this upon non-navigable 
waters, as Indiana has entire authority to enforce 
her law against motor craft on lakes smaller than 
325 acres between April 1 and June 15 and to restrict 
their speed to 10 miles an hour on such waters 
at all times. Doing something about the outboard | 
motor on navigable streams, as Michigan is finding 
out, is another matter. This is the prime difficulty 
im Missouri. The fishing in Missouri is almost en- 
tirely confined to streams. Even Taneycomo and the 
Lake of the Ozarks are only parts of the White and 
Osage rivers. The rules of navigation on all such 
streams are not made by the State but by the War, 
Department. That is, Congress has entire control.

ROM the flagpole on the Agricultural ) 
F College campus at Fargo, N. D., it is 
over 1500 niles to the Atlantic Ocean, 
to the Pacific Ocean, to Hudson Bay, or to 
the Gulf of Mexico. We are indeed in a 
land-lecked region, far from the seaboard. 
Our products, to be of value, must reach fhe 
consumer, and the centers of consumption 
are near the seacoasts and in foreign. coun- 
tries. Therefore, the cost of transporting 
our products becomes a matter of first im- 
porignce to our economic welfare. 
Agriculture is the basic ‘ndustry of the 
Miiwest. Updm its présperity depends the 
prosperity of commerce and of other indus- 
tries. To operate profitably in this land- 
locked area, agriculture must reduce its 
costs, the greatest of which is transporta- 
tiem. Little hope is entertained for reduced 
rail rates; the tendency is the other way. 
because of the fixed relation between the 
rate and the capital charge. Obviously, the 
only remaining hope of agriculture, and for 
that matter of industry in this region, lies 
in the development of our waterways to 
supplement rail transportation. 
The relative cost of transportation by vail 
and by water was clearly stated by President 
Hoover, then Secretary of Commerce, in an 


He said: 

“If we have backloading, 1990 bushels of 
wheat can be transported 1000 miles on the 
Great Lakes or on the sea for $20 or $30. 
It can be done on a modern equipped Mis- 
sissippi barge for $60 or $70, and it costs 
by rail from $150 to $200. These estimates 
are not based upon hypothetical calculations, 
but on actual going freight rates. The indi- 
rect benefits of the cheaper water transpor- 
tation to the farmer are of far wider impors 
tance than the savings on individual ship- 
ments might indicate.

“In those commodities where we are de- 
pendent upon exports for a market (and 
upon some domestic markets), the price 
level will be determined at the point where 
the world streams of that commodity join 
together in the great markets. Thus the 
price of wheat is made at Liverpool, and 
anything that we can save on transporta- 
tion to Liverpool is in the long run that 
much in addition to e farmer’s price.

They mean that our factories 
will remain in the Mississippi Valley and 
not move to other locations. They mean 
more factories for the Mississippi Valley, 
more payrolls, more population, more ton- 
nage and a home market for our farmers.

holds. (The board has agreed not to mil 
more than 5,000,000 bushels of wheat 
monthly during the 1931-32 season. and 
then only if such sales wil] not lower the 
price). 

Tke Cotton Stabilization Corporation ho'4s 
about 1,390,090 bales of cotton, a!! pur- 
chased from the 1923 crop. The cotton °- 
operatives hold something more than 1,90 - 
000 bales, and, in addition, their contracts 
for cotton futures bring the tota! cotton 
held under the auspices of the Farm Board 
to about 3,000,000 bales. This is between 
one-fourth and one-fifth of the averaze 4n- 
nual cotton production in the United States 
during recent years. The Grain Sta° 
Corporation's holdings of wheat 
Heved to be in the neighborhoc 
000.000 bushels, with practically n 
by the grain co-operatives. This |

The cetton situation in the Unt 
differs markedly from the wreat 
more than half the cotton produced here ™ 
exported.

Eastman showed that in 1930 the 
Southern Railway increased its div- 
idend to 11.65 per cent, paying out

And they 
did it at a time when, according 
to your testimony, you were very 
apprehensive in regard to the situ- 
ation, and all the New York fi- 
nanciers were apprehensive.” 

Dick said, in reply to further 
questions, that if the railroads’ ap- 
plication were denied in whole or 
in part, a serious blow would be 
struck at their credit. Eastman 
wanted to know what they would 
do if the 15 per cent increase were 
granted and the expected revenues 
failed to materialize.

He did not 
minimize the difficulties confront- 
ing the railroads or the time re- 
quired to correct them, but neither 
did he agree that the roads were 
in desperate straits.”’ 

“I venture the guess,”’ he said, 
“that just as things were by no 
means so good as they appeared to 
be in 1928, they are by no means 
so bad as they appear to be now. 
I venture this guess with particular 
assurance in the case of the rail- 
roads.” 


Increase Might Hurt. 


The opponents of the increase 
hold that in this period when all 
industry is suffering there is no 
reason why the railroads should be 
singled out for special favors. They 
maintain—and there is railroad 
opinion to support the view—that 
higher rates would hurt the rail- 
roads in the long run by driving 
more and more business to trucks, 
inland waterways, pipe lines, air- 
planes and electric power lines. 
They point out that since passenger 
rates were increased in 1920 there 
has been a steady decline in pas- 
senger revenue—a decline due, of 
course, to the automobile and the 
bus, but accelerated by the higher 
rail rates. They point'‘to the earn- 
ings of the railroads in recent 
years, to the large dividend pay- 
ments of last year, to the several 
roads which are doing almost if not 
quite as well as they did last year, 
and they refuse to believe that the 
railroad macnine as a whole, crip- 
pled though:.it has been, is On the 
verge of a breakdown. 

They call attention to the fact 
that included in the list of rail- 
roads estimated to be earning this 
year only 1.26 times their fixed 
charges are numerous roads whose 
operations have not been profitable 
even in normal times, and’ whose 
securities are not generally held by 
insurance companies and savings 
banks. They say that the loss of 
income by such roadg as the IIli- 
nois Central and the Southern Pa- 
cific may be due-in large part to 
the competition of water carriers— 
a condition which would not be 
remedied by increased rail rates.

“Of course 
everyone says the movie audience 
of today is ten times more sophis- 
ticated than it was before the war, 
but I’m not interested in what 
caused the new idea of human he- 
roes and heroines and villains. I 
am interested in supplying what 
the public wants and at the same 
time creating a demand for what 
the public will want more of. 

“The man and woman and even 
the child of today doesn’t believe 
that a hero can do no wrong. The 
taste for treacle has passed. May- 
be it will return some time, but for 
the present at least you will see 
that the movie hero can have his 
lapses and that the villain isn’t 
entirely bad. Even the modern 
heroine can be less than perfect in 
her behavior without offending the 
public. 

“This has helped stories a great 
deal. If a movie fan knows that 
the hero isn’t going to be the tra- 
ditional, blameless hero, he know3 
that there is a chance for a more 
elastic, more interesting plot and 
characterization. In one new pic- 
ture, for instance, the masculine 
lead is required to roll dice for the 
girl!

An array of new and modern 


machinery is visible behind plate 
glass windows fronting on Delmar 
boulevard, with two wide concrete 
driveways, located to the east of 
the main showroom, leading into 
the reception yard, where is located 
& “safety lane.” Here an automatic 
test can be obtained by the car 
owner of the alignment of his 
wheels and the efficiency of his 
brakes. Four expert mechanical 
inspectors are stationed at an in- 
formation office in this “safety 
lane” to greet owners. 

The service facilities occupy more 
than 100,800 square feet of floor 
space. The receiving yard has been 
specially surfaced and walled in, 
and cars are received and deliv- 
ered under shelter.

Wind Often Blocks 
Attempts at Records 
On Muroc Dry Lake 


Muroc Dry Lake on which a 
Willys Six has made a number of 
Class “C” stock car records, includ- 
ine 70.30 miles in an hour, is 132 
miles northeast of Los Angeles, Cal. 
It is in Mint Canyon, at the lower 
end of Death Valley. 

It offers a natural race course in 
the bed of a dried up lake, 18 miles 
long and 10 miles wide. The soil is 


volcanic ash, sand. alkali and silt, 
smooth and very fast, faster even 
than the Florida beaches. 
However, when the wind blows, 
and it biows often on Dry Lake, it 
generally is so strong that it slows 
the speed of cars down many miles 
per hour. So it is seldom that an 
attempt at a record run can be 
made without waiting, sometimes 
for days, until wind conditions are 
right. Record runs, to be accepted 
by the A. A. A., must be made in 
opposite directions, the average 
time for the two runs being taken.

30 MILES AN HOUR 
IS LIMIT IN CITY 


Only 15 of Those Taken to 
Court in July Discharged 
— Four Workhouse 


Terms, $8151 Fines Im- 
posed. 


As a result of the recent police 
campaign against speeders, the 
number of drivers taken into Po- 
lice Court this month is already 
more than twice the number for 
June. Last month there were 380 
speeding cases in the two courts, 
and there have been 883 already 
in July. : es 

Many motorists have complained 
that police are making arrests at 
various speeds which have been 
permitted for years. While police 
officials do afimit that there has 
been a tightening of traffic regu- 
lation, they call attention to the 
fact that the present speed regu- 
lations have been in effect for more 
than a year. 

On April 6, 1930, a new city or- 
dinance established a speed limit 
of 30 miles an hour on “any street, 
boulevard, or thoroughfare in the 
City of St. Louis.’ In addition, 15 
miles an hour was made the limit 
for driving in any part of the down- 
town congested district bounded by 
Washington avenue, Market, 
Twelfth and Third streets. Speed 
in excess of 15 miles an hour was 
prohibited also in the Grand boule- 
vard congested district bounded by 
Lindell and Washington boulevards, 
Grand boulevard and Theresa ave- 
nue, 

Different Schedule for Trucks. 

That schedule applies only to) 
pleasure cars. Trucks of two tons’ 
capacity or less are limited to 20 
miles an hour and larger trucks to 
15 miles an hour. 

Although an antiquated city or- 
dinance provides that vehicles may 
not travel more than eight miles 
an hour in parks, traffic officers 
have been instructed to regard a 
park drive as a “street, boulevard 
or thoroughfare in the City of St. 
Louis” and apply only the rule of 
30 miles an hour. 

Certain other customs and tech- 
nicalities are no longer in force, 
according to police officials. A 
speeder does not have to pass an 
intersection, as formerly, to be 
guilty of speeding. Exceeding 30 
miles an hour while passing an- 
other automobile is still speeding, | 
although the officers are not like- | 
ly to arrest a driver if he slows) 
down after he has passed another | 
car. 

10 Motor Cycle Policemen. 

The force this summer is not 
abnormally large. At present there 
ate 70 motor cycle riders, 92 traf- 
fic officers at intersections, and 
six mounted traffic officers. The 
number of motor cycle riders is 
larger than during the school term, 
about 25 officers oordinarly as- 
aigned to watching school chil- 
dren being returned to regular duty 
and corresponding additions be- 
ing made to the motor cycle squad. 

The fate of the speeder in Po- 
lice Court is almost certain. Only 
15 out of 883 in July have been 
discharged. Fines amounting to 
$8151 have been assessed against 
the others, and feur have been 
sentenced to the Workhouse for 
short terms. The present activity 
against traffic violations and par- 
ticularly speeding was begun June 
16, and represents a combinéd ef- 
fort of the Police Department, Po- 
lice Court judges and the Safety 
Council to cut down the automo- 
bile death rate, which is consid- 
erably in excess of what it was at 
this time last year.

‘“‘Mother la Doska’’ does most of the 
eooking herself and holds down ex- 
penses further by requiring guests to 
work for their keep when they can't 
pay. 

But they can always get food and 
lodging. Three of her ‘‘boys’”’ have 
been with her for two months or so. 
Two are handy men about-the place, 
doing anything that comes to hand, 
even rigging up chairs, beds and other 
articles of furniture from grocery 
boxes. 

A third is a Negro who helps with 
the cooking and serving of meals. He 
waits on the Negro trade, which is 
handled in a separate compartment of 
the dining room. 


There is scarcely a minute during 


the day when the place is without a 
customer, and around regular mea: 
times it is packed. Here are some of 
the menu possibilities offered to the 
hungry hiker who is short of cash.

Just what La Doska Hall is going to 
do next winter its proprietor doesn’t 
know. The building is full of holes and 
cracks and would scarcely be habitable 
in cold weather. Besides, there is the 
fuel problem. All! the proceeds now go 
for the grocery bill and kerosene for 
the cookstove and lamps. There is no 
margin for winter coal. In spite of 
this dilemma, however, the good angel 
of La Doska Hall hopes to expand and 
open a similar establishment at an 
early date on this side of the river.

And the monks and priests 
who wanted to consult 
them had of necessity to 
sit on the bench before the 
shelf and examine the book 
at the chain’s length. 

Because chained libraries are now 
practically non-existent it was. felt 
worth while to restore the Hereford Li- 
brary to its original state, as nearly as 
would be possible. The restoration has 
been remarkably successful. Largely 
through the diligence of Canon Street- 
er, ancient hardware and woodwork 
have been hunted down and the Here- 
ford Library must look very nearly as 
it did 500 or 600 years ago. 

An early clew in the restoration 
problem was Canon Streeter’s discov- 
ery that certain ancient bookcases in 
an Oxford library were identical with 
those at Hereford. With this as a ba-

sis, he was able to direct the assem- 
bling of a number of cases that had 
been dismantled and partly destroyed 
in the nineteenth century. 

“Once it was realized that the orig- 
inal appearance of the library at Here- 
ford must have resembled that of Cor- 
pus (at Oxford). we had a clew to the 
discovery of missing parts,’ Canon 
Streeter wrote in a recent report. “It 
is not possible to look for things till 
you know that they are lost. 

“There followed a hectic period, 
during which those of us concerned 


began to feel as if we were living in- 
side a detective story. Nearly every 
day brought to light some miss- 
ing part of the original library which 
was still in existence within the ca- 
thedral itself, though detached from 
its old position, or some fresh clew to 
a correct reconstruction. The most 
dramatic find—it was one of the earli- 
est—-was the complete set of readers’ 
seats which had once stood between 
the great presses (the technical name 
for bookcases of their type). A cup- 
board in the vestry, used for hanging 


made from a dismantled 
bookcase; a rough, carpen- 
ter’s bench to be similarly 
composed. 

‘As regards the chains, 
most of the manuscripts 
and a number of the print- 
ed books had never been 
unchained. Over 1000 
chains, which had been 
taken off the books in the 
last century, were suspend- 
ed from the ceiling in 
rows; and by a piece of in- 
credible good fortune the 
brass clips, by which the 

chains had been fastened to the books, 
had been thrown into an old box and 
so preserved. 

“The chains, numbering in all 1428, 
sufficed to equip the seven presses 
which could be completely restored. In 
rechaining the books the rule was rig- 
idly adhered to that no \pook, however 
old or valuable, should be chained un- 
less it bore on its cover the scars of 
its original chaining;. or, supposing 
the book had been rebound, unless it 
was entered, in the origina) handwrit- 
ing, in a catalogue of the library made 


in 1749. 
“In the old libraries the brass clips 
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covers of the books were not ready- 
made; they were cut out fresh from a 
sheet of thin metal kept for the pur- 
pose; accordingly, hardly any two 
clips are the same size and shape. We 
took great care to fit to each book a 
clip which corresponded in size and 
shape to the scar on its cover; in many 
cases it was possible to use for re. 
chaining a book the brass clip original- 
ly attached to that very same book.”

In England, the practice of chaining 
books persisted much later than else- 
where, up to 1780 in the instance of 
the Queen’s College Library at Oxford. 
At Merton College the chains were not 
taken off until 1792. The chained col- 
lection at Hereford is far larger than 
any other in England. 

But most of England's cathedrals 
boast of famous libraries. As at Here- 
ford, the libraries at Canterbury, Ely, 
Lincoln, Chester, Lichfield, all con- 
tain priceless \manuscripts and docu- 
ments dating from long before the 
time of printing.

notes it is certain that the ele- 
phant, the cobra and the cannibal 
would agree with me.”’ 

The drivers, Vandercook ex- 
plains, travel in hordes so vast 
that any attempt at computation 
of numbers must run into astro- 
nomical figures.

“All other jungle usually about 
denizens flee at its two inches 
approach.” wide and 
seeming 
to have no beginning and no end. 
He tells of one column that passed 
a given point for 16 unbroken days 
and nights. 

Driver ants are strictly carniv- 
orous and show no interest in 
sugar or bread. For the most part 
they subsist on grubs, worms and 
insects, but. attack any living 
thing in or near their path. “‘The 
soldiers,’’ says the author, ‘‘attack 
with a curious jumping motion, 
and I have seen unwary butter- 
flies dragged from a leaf tip, cov- 
ered and completely devoured 
within a few seconds. 

“The great constricting pythons 
of West Africa, as is well known, 
lapse into a state of almost help- 
less coma after gorging them- 
selves with food, and there can be 
no question that many, huge as 
they are, have been destroyed by 
marauding hosts of drivers. 


HERE is a native legend 

| that snakes, after killing 

their food, and before eating 

it, make a tour of the neighbor- 

hood to make sure there are no 
driver bands about. 

“Since the drivers swarm to the 
tops of the tallest trees and exam- 
ine every twig and leaf and 
brancb, small birds and tree ani- 
mals live in perpetual dread of 
them. and any animal that is dis- 
abled is liable to extermination. 
Monkeys, because of their agility 
and their possession of four hands, 
are perhaps the safest of living 


creatures.” 

Life, it seems, is cheap among 
the driver ants. That is, life of the 
individual. It matters little to the 
breed if a few thousand individu- 
als are killed in overhauling some 
great beast of the forest. With 
their billions, they are secure from

extermination and fear gothing. 
No animal is too large. the larg- 
er the prey the less chance it has 
of defending itself. Driver ants 
have been known to kill elephants. 
And, of ail animals, an elephant 
is least fitted to deal with an en- 
emy so small. Attacked by a lion 
or a tiger, it uses its crushing 
weight, its powerful trunk and 
great, pile-driving feet. But from 
hordes of tiny ants who swarm 
over it and into the tender tube of 
its trunk, the elephant can only 
flec to water or a mud wallow. 
Nothing, it is said, so maddens an 
elephant as the sting of biting in- 
sects in its trunk. Ants always 
go for tender tissue like that. 
Eyes, too, are a favorite point of 
attack. But they don’t hesitate 
to attack the most calloused por- 
tions of the animal’s hide. Na- 
tives say they can clean an ele- 
phant’s bones white in less than 
three days. 


HE drivers aren't particular 

as to what kind of animal 
they attack, so long as it 
furnishes meat. And for this pur- 
pose a man is as good as any oth- 
er. A story is told of a British 
resident of one of the West Afri- 
can colonies who went to a party 
at a friend’s house outside the 
town and drank more than he 
could carry home. On the way 
back to town he thought it would 
be just as well to lje down by the 
road and take a nap. The next 
morning his skeleton was found. 
These ants sometimes invade 


villages and drive out the occu-™ 


pants. The human occupants usu- 
ally manage to flee to the river 
and wait in water up to their necks 
until the danger has passed on. 
Attacks nearly always come aft 
night, for the drivers prefer to do 
their foraging under cover of 
darkness, or at least confine their 
activities to the shade of the for- 
est. The direct rays of the hot 
African sun will kill a driver in 
two minutes, so perpetual shad- 
ow is a necessity. The ants adapt 
themselves to meet this condition 
in a remarkable manner. When 
they find it necessary on thé 
march to cross an unshaded area 
they often accomplish it by bulild- 
ing a tube of mud—soil mixed 
with their own saliva. Through 
this tube, perhaps an inch in di- 
ameter, they pass safely. Some- 
times, if the sunlight is not too 
bright and direct, the soldier ants, 
less susceptible to light than the 
workers, construct a tube of their 
own bodies and allow the workers 
to pass through. It is said these 
tubes of ant bodies are woven 80 
tightly that it is possible to lift the 
tube from the ground with a stick. 
Probably nothing in a driver 
ant’s habits is more remarkable 
than their method of crossing a 
stream. If they can’t find a nat- 
ural bridge. such as a log or &@ 
tree branch, they roll themselves 
into balis, ranging in size from that 
of one's fist to the size of a hor- 
het’'s nest, and emhark in the cur- 
rent. Usually they manage to ef- 
fect a landing on the other side 
after being carried some distance 
downstream. They are peculiarly 
impervious to water. Ants, kept 
under water for more than six 
hours, have recovered, although 
they appeared to be dead within a 
few minutes after submergence.
